Both Sides Oonfident of Victory—A Glanca 
at Past £lections. 

Cincinxati1, October 10.—/[Special.|]—No 
state campaign since the war in Ohio has 
created & more agitation in the state itself 
than the present battle between the two 
great parties, which istobe decided next 
Tuesday. Tonight Cincinnati is ringing 
with enthusiastic cheers of both sides 
after hearing their reepective gubernatoria 
candidates address one of the greatest joliti- 
cal gatherings ever assembled here. Tae 
opinion that the result of next Tuesday's elec- 
tion will depend on the vote of Hamilion 
county, has made this city the center 
of extraordinary political excite- 
ment and nobody cares for news 
from Columbus, the nominal headquarters of 
both campaign committees. 

As to the result of this spirited and, even 
bitter fight, no man 1s wise enough to prog- 
nosticate with any degree of certainty, but the 
following is a fairsummary of the situation: 

The chances gare no doubt in favor of Goy- 
ernor Hoadly’s election, and the chances are 
nearly as strong that a republican legislatare 
will be chosen, the majority on joint ballot 
beitg ten or less. But this depends 
almost wholly on Hamilton county, 
which elects four senators aod 
ten representatives. Whichever party 
carries tne county will have the legislature, 
but may lose the state ticket or most of it. 
The reader may be enebled to form some sort 
of an idea of the possibilitics and probabili- 
ties by a recapitulation of the election statist- 
ics for a series of years at the October election, 
beginning with 1879, when Governor Foster 
entered state politics, giving the republican, 
democratic and prohibition vote, and ase 
the greenback and scattering, which amounte 
to a few thousand each year. These statistics 
present the following result:

COMING CAMPAIGN IN BNGLAND 
AND 'H# If SU&S. 


Gisdstone 4gain Succecds in Oementing the Differe 
ent Liberal Sections- Woman S8uffrage in 
Bouglish Politica—Boycotting in Ireland 
~The BRoumeiian Question—Btc. 


Loxpox, October 10.—Gladstone has 
cpenly assumed direction of the liberal cam- 
peign. He has already managed to arrange 
the differences between Lord Hartington, 
leeder of the whigs, and Chamberlain, 
lesderofthe radicals. The letter was making 
such hesdway that Lord Hartington be- 
came elarmed and threatened to withdrew 
from the active management of the campaign 
unless Chamberlain was so far curbed at least 
es to be unable to commit the whole liberal 
party to his schemes of radical reform. The 
ex premier summoned the ex-president of the 
local government board to Hawarden, 
and he went and conferred 
with Gladstone. The result of 
this meeting bas been thet Chamberlain has 
agreed to modify his programme of reform. 
during the campsign at least, and the evolu- 
‘ion of a plan for dealing with the rivalries 0? 
the different candidates. 

AN ARBITRATION COMMITTEE, 

The Retorm, the Devonshire, and other 
leading clubs, have joined in the appointment 
of a general arbitration committee. This 
body is to have party power in dealing with 
ail these cases wherein two or more of the 
liberal candidates endeavor to contest for 
the same constituency, and the rivalry 
causes such divisions as are likely to aid the 
chances of the conservative candidates in 
same territory. The arbitration committee 
bas already done a good deal of work, and it 
is noticeable thet .in every case in 
which it has chosen candidates 
they have- invariably been moderate 
liberals. §o far the action of the committee 
has been concurred in by the defeated per- 
cons, and po signs of rebellion have been 
manifested in any quarter. 

The committee is composed of twelve per- 
sons, three from each of the four great liberal 
clubs, National liberal, City liberal, 
Reform and Devonshire, so that all 
shades of political opinion are fairly 
represented in its constitution and judgment. 
Mr. Gladstone has advised the arbitration 
committee not to impose any tests upon a 
candidate, but to leave them as open a plat 
form as possible. 

The wisdom ofthis advice is very apparent. 
The question of female suffrage, for instance, 
has taken @uite a strong hold in some constit- 
vencies. In these, both liberal and conserva- 
tive candidates are found committed to a be- 
stowal of the franchise on women. In 
other constituencies there is a strong feeling 
in favor of triennial parliaments. Gladstone 
sees noobidction to the liberal candidates 
pledging themselves on all such questions if 
their rivals do it. A canvassof the country 
will undoubtedly show thata sufficient num- 
ber of candidates are already pledged to the 
cause of female suffrage to raise that question 
to one of emergency in the next parliament. 

FRENCH POLITICS. 

In France the political situation remains 
streined. Floquet, president of the chamber 
of deputies, Lockrey, Clemenecau and Rouc, 
have managed for such concerted party action 
during the ballotages of the iSth instant as 
will give a united republican vote tothe cand- 
idetes who received the highest number of votes 
in last Sunday’s elections. Floquet’s influence 
with the republicans is dominant just now. 
Floquet yesterday had an interview with Pres- 
ident Grevy. It is stated the latter is arrang- 
ing the formation.of a coalition ministry, 
which would beready to assume office in- 
stantly ifthe present cabinent breaks up be- 
fore the meeting of the chambers. 
It is reported that Floquet hes vege 
Grevy to expel the entire Orleans family 
from France, and to prevent the 
prejected marriage between Prince Waidemuar, 
son of King Christian, of Denmark,and Marie, 
daughter of Duc De Chertres. Floquet be 
lieves it to be the duty of the republic to sup- 
press, if possible, all alliances of this kiad, 
rade, no doubt, with a view to maintain and 
strengthen royalist aspirations in France. 

The Jeeders of the republican party, foar- 
ing that the monarchists meditate the issue 
of « serious manifesto, to be followed up by 
some action dangerous to the republic, have 
inspired the police all through the country to 
keep themselves alert and have set trustwor- 
thy spies to keep the closest possible watch 
over all movements of Comte D’Paris, Duc 
D’Paris, Duc D'Aumale and Rye D’Chartres. 

THE EASTERN QUBSTION. 

Dispatches from Constantinople to the Brit- 
ish foreign office .announce that the porte op- 
poses the resumption of the international con- 
ference, and demands the restoration of a 
etatus quo in Bulgaria, or the freedom of the 
sultan to take such decisive action 
in the remises as Turkey may 
decide expedient. Extraordinary military 
preparations are in progress in and around 
Constantinople, In the arsenal, work is car- 
ried on without interruption, day and night. 
Ten thousand reliefs have baen 
sent from the province of 
Brousea to reinforce the Turkish camp at 
Cassova, which, it is calculated, will be the 
first point aimed at in any advance which 
may be decided upon by the Servians.

On 
the other hand, dealers from Quebec and 
Toronto are buying more liberally than usual, 
and they say that Montreal will never recover 
from the blow to her business interests.

THE OFFICIAL LIFS OF THE GREAT 
CATHOLIC, 
. eee 
Whe Pageantry of His Court in St. Patrick's Osthe- 
ara@-—The Cardinal's Chapel—His Weely 
Oonfeesions—The Royal Etiquette of 
His Court—His Succeasor—Eto, 


NEw York, October 10.—(Special.|—The 
close of Cardinal McCloskey’s career centers 
public attention on the big and ornate piles of 
marble that occupy a block in the city’s most 
fashionable section. The Roman Catholic 
cathedral of St, Patrick, the costliest and 
finest example of church architecture in 
America, is right across a corner of Fffth aye- 
nue from the Vanderbilt mansions, while fac- 
ing in fom Madison evenne, at the rear is she 
reproduction of an Italian palace that Henry 
Villard bad not completed when his downfall 
came, and on all sides are the residences of 
extreme wealth and luxury. Two corners 
of the square on which the cathedral stands 
are lesser and yet big structures in a corres- 
ponding style of material and ornate shape- 
liness. One of these isthe official home of 
Archbishop Corrigan and the prietlly mem- 
bers of his and the cardinal’s establishmsats. 
The other has for a few years been exclu 
sive to the only prince of the Roman Catholic 
church that America has had. Within this 
beautiful enclosure Cardinal McCloskey 
formed and maintained a court that hed all 
the ceremonial formality and much of the 
msgnificence ofa secular ruler; for it is un- 
written law of Romanism that a cardinal shall 
sustain aceriain degree of princeliness, and 
McCloskey, despite his personal simplicity of 
character and tastes, felt bound to obey the 
ueeges of his church «abroad. On rare occa- 
sious of great ceremony, when he took part in 
the worship in the cathedral, he invariably 
entered 

WITH PROCESSIONAL PAGEANTRY, 
wearing a crown, robed in trailing garments 
whose royal gorgeousness has been repeatedly 
described, aud taking a seat on a throne 
whose splendors of construction were sacrad to 
his uee alone. His age enfeebled health pre 
vented him from any active participation in 
the public rites, had he been s0 disposed; but 
be was an ideal figure when he did show him- 
seit as the center of the most brilliant im- 
eginable scenes of ecclesiastical pomp, with 
his ascetically esthetic face, noble bsaring 
and venerable aspect. The deep impressive 
neers of his disclosure to a mixed assemblage 
of rich and poor, intelligent and ignorant, 
cultured and superstitious, was a spectacle to 
remember for a lifetime. 

A feature of the cardinal’s palace was a 
chepel, of which the outer observor was made 
eware by ite tall, stained giase windows, oc- 
cupying two stories of the building The in- 
terior had allthe appdintments of Catholic 
worship, except that there were ne pews for a 
congregation. Here masses were performed 
daily, and the cardinal

once a week, his confessor being |! ather Pres- 
ton, the only priest in New Yors who came 
from a family of wealth ana social distinction. 
McCloskey was devotional in the extreme, 
snd very punctillious in his observances.- He 
aleo exacted to the utmost that deference 
which was due from his household to his 
rank. He lived plainly as to eating 
and drinking, however, and his likes and de- 
sires ran altogether in the direction of litera- 
ture, art and religion. He never went out into 
society, forthe presumed reason that he would 
not, if he could, demand the kind of homage 
which his princesbip implied.

It is expected that large throngs of feithfal 
will visit the cathedra! on Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday to bid a final farewell to their deceased 
prince. 

FUNERAL AREBANGEMENTS. 

Arrangements for the funeral have not yet 
been completed. The aa are ina yuaudry 
as to how thecasket should be trimmed, cer- 
tain rules in that regard being laid down for 
the burial of a cardinal. A_ cable- 

ram has been sent to Rome, 
asking instructions. Inthe meantime, the 
casket bas been ordered, add is to be made of 
San Domingo mahogany wood. It will be 
trimmed as soon as the instructions from 
Rome arrive. 

There were numerous callers today, and 
telegrams of condolence were received by 
Archbishop Corrigan from the archbishoys of 
Halifax and St. Louis, and the bishops of St.

I+ said 
tbat he bad cut threngh their :ilssh to their 
bones from which he bad nipped bits to be 
used in wild and useless experiments to see 
whether bone grafting was as feasible as skia 
grafting. Mr. Bergh investigated by meang 
of an agent who journeyed from Kansas City 
for the , and the report has just bees 
received by the Anti-Cruelty society. 

It seems that the dogs suffered, and most of 
them died, some time ago, and that mutilation 
resulted in the successful repair of a man. 
This individual lost over two inches ot his 
left clavicle, or bone joining the shoulder 
ard breast bones, in a gunshot accident. Tae 
lecking section distorted and disabled one side 
of him, and the doctor decided to try to fill the 
gap with pieces of dog’s bone. This he dia by 
® series of Operations thatihe says, were far 
more painful to the patent than to the cona- 
tributive beasts. The flesh had to be kept, 
by cutting and burning, from healiag 
over the wound during 2a whele 
month and every few days the ends 
of the bone were built ous with smsll piecas 
of bone obtained fresh and healthy from th? 
dogs. A fair proportion of = Go gratts 
grew fast, and in that way, slowly and labo- 
ricusly, the space of more than two inches 
was completely filledin. The patched clavi- 
cle is now in use, and is aboutas serviccable 
as its mate, though half an inch shorter aad 
bardlya match in shape.

FLOOD ROCK REMOVSD. 


Two Hundred Thousand Pounds of Dyna- 
mite Remove the Rock,

Up, up, 
vent the glittering masses of water, ua- 
til it seemed .as if they would 
never stop. At the height of two hundred 
feet the uplifted waters paused in their fight, 
trembled aloft and finally fell back again to 
the river. At this moment, when the air for 
bundreds of feet in each direction was filled 
with white masses of sparkling water, the 
spectacle was grand beyond expression, the 
great body of white foam presenting the ap- 
pearance of a fantastic iceberg lifted bodily 
upon a solid basis of dark water. id 

Mary Newton, the eleven-year-old daugh._ 
ter of 
bas conducted the operations at Hell Gate 
since the start, touched the button that set 
free the electric current that exploded the 
submarine mines and shattered mountains of 
rock, lifting it out ofthe bosom of the sea and 
crusbing it into millions of fragments. It 
was little Mary Newton who, when a mere 
baby, touched off the first Hell Gate explosion 
a few feet from the point where she stood to- 
dsy. The shock of the collapse was felt only 
slightly on the Astoria shore. 

Immediately after the explosion a fire broke 
out in the wreck and burned _lustily amid the 
scething waters. 

Four instantaneous pees were taken 
by the oflicers of the corps of engineers from 
the firing point at Astoria. es 

As far as possible to judge from the position 
and appearance of the wreck, the explosion 
was an entire success. The shock was felt to 
a slight extent only in the city.

Judge Hopkins, General John. B. Gordon and 
Jenator Colquitt were before the committee. 

Judge Hopkins appeared in the capacity ol 
ittorney for the Georgia Pacific. He gave a 
aistory of the ‘charter cf ithe road commescing 
vith the act of 1859, and taking up the acts cf 
S60 and 1866, showing that under all those ac’s 
he state based thegrant of the right-of-way on 
he consent of the governor. None oi the acte, 

ywever, required any payment for the use of the 

Igbt-ol-way of the State road as far out as the 
Gattahoochee. The act of 1877 authorized the 
we of the right-of-way without the consent of 

be governor. ; 

Governor Colquitt confirmed the statements 
Rade by Judge Hopkins. He testified that the 
housand dolias paid by the road on the right of 
vay was paid simply to guarantee against any 
&penre the state might be put to, and was not 
pid as compensation, the governor being firmly 
Onvinced that the state intended to allow the 
ree vse of the right of way. The governor aiso

To be rich isnosin. It is honorable. It 
dignifies a man, provided he accumulated 
fairly. Abraham was rich and so was Sole- 
mon and Job. The sin isin using riches for 
selfish purposes—in worshipping money for 
money’s sake. The parable of Dives and Laz- 
arus settled the principle for all time. Riches 
are a blessing tothe world. Rich men build 
railroads and steamships and iron works and 
factories and colleges and asylums for orphans. 
Ifall the wealth in the land was equally dis- 
tributed, these things would not be done. 
Somebody has to be poor tomake them in- 
ventive and energetic. Necessity is the 
mother of invention. It never was intended 
that everybody should be rich. Some have 
to be hewers of wood and drawers of water, 
and they have their comforts, too, for riches 
bring care end trouble. The law of compen- 
pation comes into everything. A poor man’s 
children generally turn out as well as a rich 
man’s. In fact, itis saferto starta young 


man with a littlethan a good deal, It isa 
most pitiful sight to see a young man loafing 
around, weiting for his rich father to die. 
Nobody ought to be envious of arich man, 
for he has his share of trouble in this life, and 
more than his share of peril in the next. 
‘The rich ageinst the poor and the poor 
against therich. The times seem ominous 
with evil, end it all comes from the worst 
cléss of rich men and poor men. There are 
4ich meh who are generous ard honest, and 
accumulated their riches by tair and legiti- 
mate means. There are poor men who toil 
“without murmuring, and heave no feelings of 
envy or covetousness. Indeed there is no 
bheppier relation between men than that 
which exists between a good heart- 
ed, industrious tenant and a gen- 
erous landlord, or between a _ poor, 
dependent laborerand a kind, considerate 
employer. Theclass that makes all the fuss 
and disturbs the public tranquility and alarms 
the pation is the money tricksters and specu- 
lators on the one side and the lazy vagaponds 
on the other.

Honest money 
and honest methods built the Georgia railroad 
and the Central and the West Point. Nearly 
all the stock in them was subscribed and paid 
by Georgians, and I am glad to know that a 
mejor'ty of it is still owned by our own citi- 
zene. e noble-hearted patriots who built 
these roads have gone to their rest, but 
a large amount of the stock is still 
owned by their children. In that day 
the methods of our fathers were simple and 
‘pen to the world. They subscribed their 
oney and paid it when it was wanted and 
road was build, and good men like John 
Xing were put in charge, and there was no

The law makers all had free passesto Mil- 
ledgeyillethen, butthe passes dident keep 
that iegis)ature from getting after the rail- 
roads, evi the next time the members traveled 
they tad to pay five dollars and five cents 
foy the 101 miles. That odd five cents 
had to come every pop. The railroads were 
not overly greedy. ‘They were just like other 
people and other enterprises—they wanted 
dividende—eyerybody wanted dividends out 
ofeomething. Th was agreat wreck—a 
wreck of public credit aud private property, 
end it war a general struggle to rise from out 
the eshee and get started again. Since that 
Gay wur railrosds have had to contend with 
new lines and new systems inauugrated 
by syndicates from the nort, and 
that is where all the = devilment 
has come trom.

guilty of ‘high treason.”’ It is not a single 
act of right or wrong which should determine 
the character of an individual. His true 
character can only correctly be under- 
stood by following him through 
life, analyzing his deeds and discovering 
whether or not the principles which governed 
him were virtuous. Few menin this lite will 
bear a critical examination into every act and 
it every man isto be damned in public esti- 
mation because one or two dark spots may be 
found in the midst of many bright ones, then 
we venture the assertion that tew will be found 
in any country passing safely the investiga- 
tion of every ordeal. 

We find in the history of Texas by General 
Mosley Baker, a Texas veteran, one of the 
Spertan band at San Jacinto, who gives the 

articulers of Aaron Burr’s pyrpose in his 

intended expedition against Mexico not in the 
way as intended tosettle the disputed inten- 
tions of Burr, but as a part and parcel of the 
history of Texas. He makes use of the Burr 
/ineident ameng other responsibilities of the 
United States government in respect to the 
Texas revolution. He does it tociearly repre- 
sent other important occurrences and other 
important personages. 

RELIEF IN BURR’S GUILT. 

General Baker was a student of William 
Craven, an English gentleman who had been 
associated with Burr, and who, with Burr, 
was arrested in the vicinity of the Tombigbee 
river, in Alabama, and conveyed to Rich+ 
mond, Va., for trial. Richmond was at the 
time the very focus of Jeffersonianism and the 
public mind‘wss already prepared for Burr’s 
conviction. Never, perhaps,in any country 
was there a greater unanimity of opinion upon 
any subject than that of Burr’s 
guilt of high treason. Never, perhaps, was 
there a grester display of talent and’eloquence 
and never was there a more patient, fair and 
impartial trial. Had Chief Justice Marshall 
never before, or after, performed a virtuous 
act, the decision of the court in Burr’s case 
ought to have immortalized him. Rumor, 
with her thousend tongues, had been busy, 
and President Jefferson, with all his noble 
qualities, possessed someof the frailties of 
map, and he perhaps received as truth the 
created fictions concerning Burr's intended 
treachery. 

William Craven was Baker’s preceptor, ana 
was a gentleman whose yeracity amoug those 
who knew bim well was like unto Umijar’s 
wife’s—beyond a suspicion. From Craven 
Baker learned the following: 

Mr. Craven bad been one of a large firm in 
London who were engaged in the Mexican 
trade; had resided many years at the City of 
Mexico, and had daily opportunities of wit- 
neesing the degradation to which the masa of 
the people had been reduced by the haughty 
snd tyrannical eides-de-camp ot the 
Spanish government; that in cons 
eequence of heavy losses be was compelled 
to emigrate to the United States. At the city 
ot Weshirgton he, among other distiuguished 
citizens, was introduced to Mr, Burr, with 
whem he contracted the most intimate ac- 
cUaintance, and their intercourse was charac- 
terized by a frank and cordial friendship. 
Burr inquired of him very particalarly touch- 
ing the political, moral and social condition of 
the Mexicanr, and received all the informa-

VIRST STEP OF THE CONSPIRACY. 

He stated that Burr believed that his repu- 
tation was lost in the United States it he re- 
mained in the country; that he was a man of 
rare talents and acquirements; that he was 
ambitious in the extreme and was ripe for any 
enterprise that promised even a hope of retrie- 


ving his character, and in any attempt 
for that purpose Burr intended 
to signalize himself elsewhere, 


rot doubting but success would bluat the 
malice of many of his enemies, and that this 
would in the end enable him to atone for the 
death of Hamilton, for whose memory he cher- 
ished the greatest respect, and declared that 
Alexander Hamilton had been used by worse 
men tor the purpose of getting rid of one or 
the other or, if soeaihle, both. + 

Burr’s firet step was toopen a correspond- 
ence with some of the leading men in Mex-. 
ico and then to traverse the western states, 
for the purpose of sounding some of the most 
influential citizens of the Mississippi valley 
and that success in both undertakings sur- 
passed even whatthey had been wont to ex- 
pect. It wasfound that many menin the 
western country had ideas of conquest and 
fame. There were many such men in the 
valley of the’ Mississippi and in all the Span- 
ish dominions in America besides, while the 
patriots in Mexico hailed them as disciples of 
freedom and farnished the outline of a sys- 
tematic plan for future operations, 

WHAT WAS TO BE DONE. 

It was suggested by citizens of the United 
States that Burr should approach the fron- 
tiers of Mexicoand establish his headquar- 
ters on the Washita, within the limits of our 
country, buf that he peremptorially declined. 
It was finally arranged that they should float 
down the Mississippi and goon a vessel at 
the Balize, which the king pirate of the 
guif, Lafitte, was to haye in readiness, 
end sail for Galveston’ island, then 
in his possession. It was further under- 
stood that trading houses were to be establish- 
ed among all the surrounding tribes of In- 
aisns, fur the purpose of buying their friend- 


towns of San Antonio, Nacagdoches and others 
in Texas. The inhabitants wereégp be concili- 
ated and enlisted in the cause by agents who, 
under pretense of selling goods, were to reside 
in these places, Should this ultimately tail 
the fortresses in Texas were to be taken forci- 
ble poesession of and used as depots as soon as 
the patriots in Mexico were ready to co operate 
effectually. It wasclearly understood that no 
attem pt whatevershould bemade to dismember 
the United States or interfere in any way with 
her people or her laws further than the tact of 
‘concocting a scheme in the country for the 
above mentioned purpote. 
FAILURE OF THE SCHEME, 

Circumstances rendered it necessary to get 
out of the Cumberland river much sooner than 
time was afforded to complete all arrange- 
ments, and no sooner was there an appearance 
of danger than many of those who had been 


support and forwarded information to General 
Wilkinson, then in command at New Orleans, 
which, together with instructions trom the 
government, would have made it impossib'e 
for Burr and his party to pass that placa.

SAM HOUSTON AND BOOTH. 


The Trogedian’s Kehearsal and the Gener- 
al’s Thrilling Response,

General Sam Houston, who had just retura- 
ed irom his first visit to Texas, was walking 
up Pennsylvania avenue one evening, to 1834, 
when he met with his old friend Booth, the 
men. After mutual exclamations of sur- 
pris 


e and ealutation, the two ascertained that 
both rooming at Browne’s Indian 
oing there they went to 
Booth’s room Sitting down, they recounted 
the adventures of mee eee lives, and as they 
industriously circulated the bottle many a 
loud shout echoed through that hall and start- 
led the watchmen in the street as they went 
their silent rounds. As the night wore on 
their excitement increased, until, at the close 
ot a thrilling story, relating to his strange ca- 
reer, Houston exclaimed: 

“Now, Booth, let’s have a speech to liberty. 
One of those apostrophes to old Roman free- 
dom with which you startle audiences !”’ 

Had Booth been inclined to refuse, he knew 
that his triend, when the mood wason him, 
would not be denied any request however ab- 
eurd or difficult of performance. But the tra- 
gedian had himself entered into the spirit of 
bis companion,end,nothing loth, he rehearsed 
with magic power many of those electric pas- 
sages in defense of liberty, with which the 

English language abounds. Houston, whose 
memory as wellas his habits partook of the 
Indian character, caught up the words, and, 
with equal force, clearness and accuracy,went 
through each speech in regular succession. 
Thus they proceeded for a time, and then 
egain sat down to renew their potations and 
the story of personal adventure. Booth drank 
and listened, while the other told of his own 
elevation in his native state, of his disgust at 
civic honors, of his home in the distant forest, 
of the uncontrolled freedom of the red men, of 
their stoic fortiude and matchless heroism. 

Warmed by the recollection of those ttrill- 
ing scenes, he sprang at last to his feet, and, 
in the tones of one amid the battle’s din,fight- 
ing against the most tearful odds, exclaimed: 
‘‘Now, Booth, once more for liberty!’’ The tra- 
gedian dared not disobey. He ran through, 
witb all his ueual energy, the tale of Mexican 
thraldom, of the Spanish conquest of that 
land, the dangers incurrea by that army, the 
commander’s exhortation before the battle, 
and the stubborn bravery of the native chief. 
Before him steod at that lone hour, listening 
with an intensity of thought and feeling 
which shone through his eyes, lighted his 
fece, strained eyery muscle and started the 
sweatin great drops from his lofty brow, one 
who had all the fiery spirit of a Cortez and 
embition of a Pizarro. Quick as thought he 
took up the tale and repeated the words just 
uttered by Booth, with the moat critical pre- 
cision cf tcne and manner. As he becams 
excited in the recitation, hia spirit sosmod to 
take fire, and with an air so determiaoed, so 
fr ghtfu!, that it seemed the voice of ona in- 

spired, he exclaimed at the close ofa masterly 
exlemperaneous rhapsody: 

“Yes! yes! [am made to revel yet in the 
balls of the Montezumas!”’

JOHN WILKES BOOTH IS DEAD 
and his bones rotten long ago.” 

A Constitution man heard of Mr. Ford’s 
emphatic assertion of Booth’s death, and desir- 
ing to learn what he knew of a matter shroud- 
ed in mystery, called upon him at the Kim- 


bell. 
“Does Dr. Armstrong resemble John Wilkes 


Booth?” began the reporter. 
*‘})oes Dooley resemble a lily?’’ was the re- 


ply. 

“Yardy.” | 

“Well, there is no resemblance whatever 
between Dr. Armstrong and John Wilkes 
Booth if he was alive today.” 

“Tt he was alive?” 

‘Yes, if he wae alive.” 

‘Are you sure he is dead ?”’ 

“When a man eeesa thing he knows it. 
Booth was shot dead by Sergeant Boston Cor- 
bett through acreck in the barn in which 
ihey jound Booth on Mr. Garrett’s farm in 
Caroline county, Virginia.” 

‘Where did you ses Booth alter he was 
killed ?”’ 

“] saw John Wilkes Booth’s body in Weav- 
er’s undertsking establishment, Fayette street, 
opposite Haveriy’s theater, Baltimore. 

‘‘When was that?’

‘“*“Whatdo you know about the assassina- 
tion, Mr. Ford?” 

“At that time I was manager of Ford’s thea- 
ter. As you know, the assassination was on 
the 14th dsy of April, 1865. It was Good Fri- 
day, andtheplay for the evening was the 
‘American Cousin.’ About 11 o’clock I was 
at the theater talking to my brother, H. Clay 
Ford, who was the treasurer of the theater. I 
had just told him that Mrs. Lincoln had sent

a messenger to engage a box and that I had ! 


sent the tickets and would go and put the nec- 
essary local notices in the afternoon papers 
that the president would be at the theater, 
when we noticed John Wilkes Booth coming 
down the street. ‘There comes the handsomest 
men in Weshington,’ said my brother, point- 
ing at Bouth, who wes fauitlessly dressed. 
When Booth came up he asked for his mail, 
and brother gave him a letter which I think 
was from a lady. Hesatdown on the steps 
and read it. It was wrote on cross-barred pa- 
pa and contsined four pages. When he had 

nished readirg the letter my brother ‘said, 
withawitkatme: ‘John, we’ve got you 
now,’ ‘How?’ answered Booth. ‘Why, Pres- 
ident Lincoln snd Gereral Grant in one box 
and General Lee in the opposite one with his 
hands cuffed.’ Brother said this to guy Booth, 
kuowirg his southern sympathies. 

‘THE COWARDLY CUR,’ 

said Booth, as he rose up erect. I saw that he 
was apgry and told Harry that I must go up 
to the treasury cepertment and get a stand of 
colors to decordte the boxes, as was the cus- 
tom when the president attended the theater. 
Booth walked oi] with me and asked me to go 
in and take a drink with him at the Kirkwood 
house, corner Avenue and Eleventh street. As 
I did not drink | declined, and excused my-. 
self by saying I was in a hurry to get to the 
department tosee a gentleman. That was the 
last time I ever saw John Wilkes Booth alive.
